Cleveland, O., July 20.—Late ye&ter- 


day afternoon papers were served on 
Tom L Johnson citng him to appear 
in common pleas court today to show 
cause why he should not be punished 
for contempt for \iolating a tempora- 
ry injunction issued by Judge Ford. 
The injunction was issued upon appli- 
cation of the Cleveland Electric Rail- 
way company, restraining the 
city 


from proceeding further with the tear- 
ing up of the street railway tracks in 
Fulton street which was begun by a 
force of several hundred men under 
the personal direction of ilayor Jonn- 
son. The work of tearing away the 
tracks was well under way when the 
restraining orders were-sezsEed on.tha. 
mayor, and no attention was paid to 
them when they were served. 


The matter is the outgrowth of a 


contest between the Cleveland Elec- 
tric railway company, which is work- 
ing for the extension of its franchises, 
and the Forest City line, which is 
the new municipal line backed by May- 
or Johnson and others. 


Mayor Johnson, in a formal state- 


ment, defends his own action and that 
of his subordinates in tearing away 
the tracks of the Cleveland Electric 
railway. He says in part: 


"On June 11, the city council by res- 


olution ordered the railway company 
to move its single track on luilton 
street and directed the board of pub- 
lic service to move the tracks unless 
the company complied within 30 days.

Chicago, July 26—The alleged mur- 


derer of Mrs. Louise A. Gentry at her 
home in Chicago on January 6 last, 
Frank J. Constantine; is under ar- 
rest in Poughkeepsie, New York. Con- 
stantine is said to have been recog- 
nied by a woman who at one time 
ived in the apartment 
building in 


which the 
murder was 
committed. 


She reported to the police authorities 
at Poughkeepsie that the man was 
Constantine, and he was at once ar- 
rested. 
Sheriff Hoffman of Dutchess 


county, N. T., telegraphed to the lo- 
cal police that he was holding Con- 
stantine, sa}'ing that the prisoner did 
not deny his name, but claimed that 
he was a brother of Frank J. Con- 
stantine. Letters, cards and papers 
found in the possession of the man all 
bore the name of Constantino. 


The murder of Mrs. Gentry was one 


of the series of brutal crimes against 
women which was committed in this 
city early in the year which aroused--" 
pi'blic indignation to a. white heat. 
No motive of the crime has ever been 
discovered. Constantine and Mrs. Gen- 
try were alone in the apartment at 
the time. She died without 
being 


able to utter a word, and no trace of 
Constantine was ever discovered 
af- 


ter he had left the building, except 
from the storekeeper of whom 
he 


bought a hat 30 minutes 
after 
the 


murder. The first intimation 
given 


of the crime was by Mrs. Gentry her- 
self, who fell dead on the 
stairway 


from her apartments against the door- 
way of a physician, who lived on the 
floor below. He at once opened the 
door and found Mrs. Gentry lying 
there with her throat cut from ear to 
ear. She had evidently intended to go 
out, as she was dressed for the street. 
Her death occurred within a few min- 
utes and without her being able to ut- 
ter a single word. Constantine was 
a boarder in the Gentry apartments, 
and a razor marked "C" was found 
on the floor just outside the doorway. 
It has always heen the theory of tb* 
police that he approached her from be- 
hind and cut her throat before she was 
aware of his intention. He was seen 
by a number of people to run from the 
building, but with the exception of 
the proprietor of the hat store nobody 
is known to have seen Mm after he 
left the building. A, W. Gentry, the 
husband of Mrs. Gentry, who is a pros- 
perous business man, offered large re- 
wards for the arrest of Constantine. 
and numerous men were arrested in. 
various parts of the country, but all 
of them were later released.

Ciar's Government Issues a Statement 


Justifying the 
Dissolution of the 


Douma—Embargo 
Placed on Dis- 


patches Prevents News From Reach- 
Ing the Public. 


Tiflis, July 26.—In consequence of 


revolutionary terrorism, the adminis- 
tration of the viceroyalty of the Cau- 
casus has been completely paralyzed 
and officials are resigning in large 
numbers. 
Bandits roam about at will, 


even in daytime. One band has made 
a systematic collection of $2.50 from 
peasants. News was received here of 
an outbreak of troubles between Ar- 
menians and Tartars in Brivan and 
Shurha. In Erivan 
order was re- 


stored after a large number of Tartars 
and Armenians had been 
killed 
or 


wounded. In Shusha the 
infantry 


were unable to subdue the Tartars 
who killed Armenians in the vicinity 
of the governor's residence and fired 
on the governor's quarters. The ar- 
tillery is now in action. 


St. Petersburg, July 26.—The follow- 


ing statement is sent out by the offi- 
cial SL Petersburg news agency: 


"From the very first days of its ex- 


istence the lower house of parliament 
overstepped all the limits of law. In 
Its reply to the speech 
from the 


throne, modifications of fundamental 
law were demanded in the shape of 
the suppression of the council of the 
empire and the creation of a respon- 
sible cabinet. By its agrarian pro- 
gram, based upon the expropriation of 
land, the house raised hopes that could 
not be realized and -weakened the res- 
pect for property of others, 
already 


enfeebled. 
In the speech of its mem- 


bers the house consistently discredited 
the government, which it ever

REPORT 


On the Adulteration of Food Products 


In Germany. 


Washington, July 26.—German food 


adulteration is the subject of a report 
received by the bureau manufacturers 
from Consul Brittain of Kehl, Doctor 
Jackenack of Berlin states that there 
•were in Germany, in 1888, 1,400 pros- 
ecutions for adultei ating food prod- 
ucts; in 1898 the number 
had 
in- 


creased to 3,000; in 1901 to 3,586, and 
in 1903 to 6,000. With increased strin- 
gency in the inspection laws it was 
discovered that many large and repu- 
table German firms were carrying on 
privately special departments of their 
factories where regular chemists were 
employed TO scientifically adulterate 
their food products. Wines, chocolate, 
cocoa, brandies,-butter, sausage and 
medicines have ,be<?» discovered 
to 


contain absolutely injurious and dan- 
gerous 
substances. Cosmetics and j 


perfumes contain many foreign ingre- 
dients. In fact, according to a Stras- 
burg papei, there seems to have been 
very few articles manufactured, food 
and drink products, which have not 
been the subject of adulteration on the 
part of the German manufacturer.

Czar's Government Issues a Statement 


Justifying the Dissolution of the 
Douma—Embargo Placed 
on Dis- 


patches Prevents News From Reach- 
Ing the Public. 


Tiflis, July 26.—In conseriucuce of 


revolutionary terrorism, the adminis- 
tration of the viceroyalty of the Cau- 
casus has been completely paralyzed 
and officials are resigning 
in large 


numbers. Bandits roam about at will, 
even in daytime. One band has mi''a 
a systematic collection of $2.50 from 
peasants. News was received here of 
an outbreak of troubles between Ar- 
menians and Tartars in Erivan and 
Shurna. In Erivan 
order 
was re- 


stored after a large number of Tartars 
and Armenians had been 
killed 
or 


•wounded. In 
Shusha the 
infantry 


•were unable tb subdue the Tartars 
•who killed Armenians in the vicinity 
of the governor's residence and fired 
on the governor's quarters. The ar- 
tillery is now in action. 


St. Petersburg, July 26.—The follow- 


ing statement is sent out by the offi- 
cial St. Petersburg news agency: 


"From the very first days of its ex- 


istence the lower house of parliament 
overstepped all the limits of law. In 
its reply to the speech from the 
throne, modifications of fundamental 
law were demanded in the shape of 
the suppression of the council of the 
empire and the creation of a respon- 
sible cabinet. By its agrarian pro- 
gram, based upon the expropriation of 
land, the house raised hopes that could 
not be realized and weakened the res- 
pect for property of others, already 
enfeebled. In the speech of its mem- 
bers the house consistently discredited 
the government, which it ever ac- 
cused of organizing pogroms and dis- 
orders. By sending a deputation to 
Bialystok it openly aspired to usurp 
executive powers. Fourteen deputies 
appealed to the people, inciting disor- 
ders, a step which called forth no ex- 
pression of disapprobation from 
the 


house. In the last moment of its ex- 
istence the house declared that the 
government had acted illegally in ex- 
plaining to the population the nature 
of the agrarian project proposed by it- 
self, and decided to address a manifes- 
to to the people persuading them not 
to believe in the government regard- 
Ing the question but to await its set- 
tlement by parliament. Several mem- 
bers also undertook journeys to the 
interior of Russia with the object of 
supporting agitation, their appearances 
being followed by renewed disorders, 
pogroms 
and strikes. 
All these 


causes necessitated the decision to dis- 
solve the house."

REPORT 


On the Adulteration of Food Products 


In Germany. 


Washington, July 26.— German food 


adulteration is the &ubject of a report 
received by the buieau manufacturers 
from Consul Brittain of Kehl, Doctor 
Jackenack of Berlin states that there 
•were in Germany, in 1888, 1,400 pros-

The End Came Rather Suddenly on 


Thursday Afternoon at Newark 


Sanitarium. 


Joseph 0. Drake, the man who at- 


tempted suicide on Monday last, first 
by igniting escaped gas, and then by 
tearing his throat open with a dull 
pocket knife, died at 1:30 Thursday 
afternoon, at the Sanitarium, where 
he was thought to be improving and 
the chances for his recovery good, al- 
though in fact it seems almost mirac- 
ulous that his life has lasted so long 
as it has. 


Drake, who is believed 
to have 


been insane, was persistent in his de- 
sire to end his life, 
and it required 


the utmost vigilance on the part of 
the attendants to keep him from fin- 
ishing the job. 


As has been stated 
previously, 


Drake was the victim of a railroad ac- 
cident near Columbus about six years 
ago. and since that time his mind has 
been noticeably affected, and espec- 
cially so in warm weather. He stat- 
ed that he had almost constant pains 
in his head. When called upon by 
his wife, shortly after attempting Tiis 
life, Drake told her in answer to her 
question why he did it, that he want- 
ed to die.

He signified it by his gestures to the 
attendants. Within a very short time 
life bad ceased, and the terrible desire 
of the demented man had been accom- 
plished. The attendants state that the 
frail, mutilated teachea or wind pipe, 
practically collapsed, and death wa-;

Italian Who Invented Wireless Telegraphy 


Reserved sod Cautious In Statement, He Knows How to Think Says 


_ Little to Objectors, but Proves His Faith by Works—How 


the System of Air Messages Is Bene- 


fiting Mankind 


A 


the age of twenty-three -Mar- 
coni became a world celebrity. 
"He is in my class,'' said the 
veteran inventor Thomas A. 


Edison, and that is no small praise in 
Itself. Marconi sent a message across 
the English channel without wires 
and mankind awakened to the fact that 
a new step had been taken in progress. 
A few years later he sent wireless 
messages across the Atlantic ocean and 
the world gasped once or twice, rubbed 
its eyes and wondered if the millennium 
iWere so far away after all. Now most 
of the -big ships are supplied with his 
apparatus and are talking with the 
land from all over the .face of the 
ocean. 


Marconi's other name is Guglielmo, 


iwhich stripped of its' '"G's" means Wil- 
liam. Despite his Italian name he is 
more English than Latin in his ap- 
pearance and disposition. 
He is re- 


served, cautious in statement, not 
much given to adjectives and superla- 
tives and looks like a young American 
business man. Just how sucla a reti- 
cent youth could spring from an Italian 
father and an Irish mother has not 
been explained. Perhaps, after all, in- 
dividuality lies very much deeper than 
we see, and the soul shapes and gov- 
£rna -the body it inhabits. Genius tran- 
scends all;known rules. Neither hered- 
ity nor environment accounts for it. 
iWe only know, its presence, but cannot 
tell 'its'originl It belougs to no na- 
tionality and to all. 


Born In a Palace. ' 


.Marconi was born in 1874. He first 


fcaw the light in a palace. It has be- 
come a tradition that poverty cannot 
deter great men from reaching the 


or the rnaramigrain would be known 
by some other name. 


Discovered Use of Vertical Wires. 
After that initial triumph the young 


scientist made other experiments in 
Italy, Professor Righi assisting, until 
the modern system of wireless telegra- 
phy was worked out. For one thing, 
Mr. Marconi discovered the use of the 
vertical wire. He found that the first 
essential factor for sending messages 
through the air is height. 'Further, he 
determined the law that the distance 
to which tbe message can be sent in- 
creases in geometrical ratio with the 
elevation. 
With this principle estab- 


lished he believed that it would be pos- 
sible to telegraph across seas, even 
around the world itself. All that was 
required were poles of sufficient height. 


The fat head aud conservative scoffed. 


They always do. Nothing was ever 
proposed to benefit the world but what 
some intellectual owl hooted, "Impos- 
sible!" 


For one thing, they objected that the 


various messages would interfere with 
each other as their paths crossed and 
that the atmosphere would become a 
chaos of conflicting telegraphic waves. 
Then they said that every instrument 
would be affected by each message sent 
out. 
As for wireless messages across 


the ocean—preposterous, the dream 
of a visionary! Whenever ignorance 
wants to condemn some new thing ut- 
terly it slirugs its shoulders and mut- 
ters, "Visionary!" 


Marconi Avas not disturbed by these 


dismal forebodings. 
He knew. 
The 


man who knows can always neglect the 
pessimistic wails of the uninformed. 
Moreover, Marconi knew how to think:

A Fundamental Success. 


To the alleged scientists who "pooh- 


poohed" at the idea of transmitting 
wireless messages across the ocean 
Marconi snid as little as to the rest. 
lie only erected polos far up in the air 
on the British and Canadian sides of 
the Atlantic and one day repeated the 
letter "s" three times distinctly from 
shore to shore. It was a fundamental 
success like that achieved when be hml 
sent an impulse from one skle to tbe 
other of his father's room. 
It. estab- 


lished the principle. 
The rest was 


easy. Soon he sent other letters, then 
words, then entire sentences. The ne- 
gationists had been met by a positive— 
by a fact. Accomplishment closes the 
mouth of doubt. 


Then another discord was raised 


about his ears. The cable companies 
thought their private interests endan- 
gered. 
Selfishness can never appre- 


ciate a public blessing, especially if 
that public blessing promises to cut 
off its own profits. With his new in- 
vention Marconi said it would be pos- 
sible to telegraph across the ocean for 
less than the Western Union charges 
to wire across a county. No wonder 
the telegraph aud cable trust was 
aghast. 


But the wails did not stop even here. 


The little always hates the big. Fail- 
ure carps at success. No sooner had 
William Marconi proved beyond cavil 
that he had made one of the greatest 
discoveries in the history of mankind 
than a thousand hands were raised to 
snatch the laurel from his brow. He 
had stolen the invention from other 
men, yelled the critics. He had reaped 
where others had sown. This was only 
a half truth. What if a thousand had 
built the ladders? He bad reached tbe 
summit. 
To every discovery many- 


men contribute. 
One makes an ap- 


proach here, another there, but each 
fails to reach the final mark. A third 
takes advantage of their work, gen- 
eralizes their facts and unveils the se- 
cret. Shall he be robbed of credit be- 
cause others had pre^ded him? Is 
Shakespeare less the genius because he 
drew his materials from those before 
him? Was Newton less the discoverer 
Of the law of gravitation because Gali- 
lei had established the fact of the ro- 
tation of the earth? 


Others had striven toward wireless 


telegraphy, but Marconi found it, prov- 
ed it aud gave it to the world. Grant 
every praise to them, but take none

Useful to Mariners In Distress. 


Wireless telegraphy is only nine years 


old, yet it is already an established part 
of the worid's activities. Almost every 
ocean going vessel is equipped with 
wireless instruments. 
Thus on the 


great liners papers are printed contain- 
ing the news received by wireless. The 
system is also used to report vessels 
as they approach the harbor. 
The 


greatest service rendered by the new 
invention, however, is in the case of 
ships in distress. Many crews have 
been saved by such means. Most read- 
ers will remember the thrilling account 
of tbe rescue of the crew of the light- 
ship outside of New York harbor. Tbe 
plight of these men would not have 
been known save for the use of the 
wireless. 


When Walter Wellman makes his 


sensational aerial flight to the north 
pole he will send back the news each 
day by wireless telegraph. Thus two 
of the world's latest inventions, the 
airship aud the air message, will be 
employed in discovering one of na- 
ture's latest and greatest secrets. 


After William Marconi had achieved

Hartford City., July 26—An. atro- 


cious murder committeed in Black- 
ford county 23 years ago was recalled 
Wednesday by the marriage of John 
Sage, one of the principals in 
the 


crime, and Miss Elizabeth Mullin of 
Marion. 


Twenty-five years ago John Sage 


lived in Hartford City. He met and 
fell in love with Eliza Cunningham, 
to whom he later became 
engaged. 


The woman was the mother of an il- 
legitimate child, about two years old, 
which was the. only barrier to their 
union. Sage, it developed later dur- 
ing the trial, told hur that he would 
not marry her unless she disposed of 
it. 


The child 
disappeared 
and 
the 


same day Sage and the woman were 
married. Shortly after the body of 
the infant was found in a creek south 
of here, where it had been drowned 
by its mother that she might marry 
the man she loved. An investigation 
led to the arrest of the woman on a 
charge of murder, and 
the husband 


was held as an accomplice. 
In her 


defense the woman pleaded insanity 
and at the same time shielded her 
husband from suspicion. 
She was 


convicted and sentenced to prison for 
life, and after her incarceration, her 
husband was released from jail. 


This was in 1883. Soon after Sage 


left this city and went 
to Marion, 


where he met a former acquaintance. 
Again he became engaged, but a di- 
vorce from his flist wife was neces- 
sary before the ceremony could be 
solemnized. 


Sage made a fatal mistake in filing 


the suit, yet he was granted a di- 
vorce. His playing faise with his wife 
caused her to make a full confession 
of the murder, and as the crime had 
been committed before they had been 
married her testimony against 
her 


msband held good. 


She accused him of the being the 


instigator of the crime and said that 
he helped her plan to get rid of the 
:hild. Sage was arrested, tried and 
convicted. 
He 
was sentenced 
for 


life. The case was appealed and a 
new trial granted. Me was tried in 
the circuit court at Marion, and again 
tie was found guilty and received the 
same sentence. This was seven years 
after the crime had been committed. 


About two years ago he was par- 


doned through the efforts of G. A. H. 
Shideler of Marion. 
He returned to 


Marion, and later went to Indianap- 
olis where he worked at his trade of 
a bricklayer. 


His first -wife was also pardoned a 


few years ago, and she returned 
to 


Hartford City and after ? fchort time 
here she left, 
it is said, for Orange. 


Tex^s, where she went to marry Peter 
McXeal. one of the main witnesses for 
the state in the trial of the case. Mc- 
Xeal was the man who discovered the 
body of the child in the creek.
